His score of 996 out of a 
possibe 1080 wras 7 points over that 
of his nearest rival, Larsen of Den­ 
mark. 
In this event the use of any type 
or pattern of rifle is permissible, 
w’ith no restrictions as to telescopic 
sights, special barrels and other ac­ 
cessories whicn make for accura­ 
cy. 
Fisher’s 
performance 
marks 
the first time this match has ever 
been won with the standard mili­ 
tary rifle of any country, and also 
the first time the match has been 
won by a member of an American 
team.

There is no truer saying than that 
one which tells us that a burnt child 
dreads the fire. 
The Poles have been 
badly burnt. 
It is hardly likely that 
they will repeat the 
same mistake 
which nearly led to their obliteration 
as a nation, and it is hardly likely that 
the French will 
now 
urge them to 
such a course. 
Moreover, while the 
recent fighting in Poland resulted in 
a great Russian defeat and while it 
will probably be ranked in history as 
one of the great decisive battles of 
the world, the latest news does not 
reveal the Soviet military machine in 
such a condition of demoralization as 
was pictured in the earlier dispatches. 
The Russian army in Poland was bad­
